“Serious delays in air mail delivery 
are not common, and most of them for 
the year occurred in the first days of 
October, the days of the dense fog in 
Pennsylvania. The air mail is on 
schedule most of the time. As for the 
hazard, that is being feduced. I have 
gained a new idea from the tragedy of 
Ames: We should have flagged him 
down. A system of flares may be de- 
vised to recall men when they are in 
the air. Had such flares been used 
‘Ames would have been ordered to land 
at Sunbury, Pa.”’

One pond that we know of near 
the junction of the Illinois and Kankakee 
rivers is lined each morning with teal, and 
a few maNards and pintails that have wad- 
died out of the water to feed at the edge of 
the mud flat where the weeds and grasses 
furnish food relished by the puddiler ducks.

Last year high water had all 
this natural feed emothered. Another factor 
is the rank growth attained by some of the 
marsh weeds. A short time ago we saw 
smart weed growing so big and high, that it 
was running all over the pond edge. When 
mallards see that layout they don't want to 
move.
